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Frank De Witt Talmage, D.D.
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Los Angeles, Cal, Sept. 16.—This
timely sermoun, appropriate to the sea-
son of the ingathering of fruits, brings
to us a breath of the vineyards. The
text Is Canticles 1, 6, “But mine own
vineyurd have I not kept.”

Yes, 1 have seen s neglected vine-
yard. No man can fully understand |
what my text means unless be has,
roamed through one and has seen the.
rabbits scurry through the weeds two
feet high and bas lifted up the long
uupruned vines heavy laden with un-
developed grapes, immature through
lack of care, and bes seen how t_ﬁ.
suckers have shot out from under the
crowns as vipers Bapplong away the
strength of the vines, end yet, 8s a
rule, bearing no frult. Yes, I have
Leen: through such a vineyard. I have
wandered through one, accompanied
by an old vine grower. 1 have seen
him pathetically lift up vine after vine,
as a physician might look at the gan-
grened Hmb of a little child, which de-
composition bas been caused by the
malpractice of an ignorant doctor, and
I have heard him say: “Shame! Shame!
It Is a perfect shame to let this vine-
yard go to waste. Why, even after this
neglect, there are at least sixty pounds
of good grapes upon that one vine
alone. Shawme, shame, to destroy such
a vineyard as this gvowing upon such
rich soll.” Thus we went through
acres upon acres of these neglected
vines,

Perbaps you weuld like to know bow
we came to see this fine Vineyard golug
to waste. I bad turned my steps home-
ward. My summer vacation ia south-

- ern California was about ended. The
dutles of a busy pastorate were calling
me back to the city. With a compan-
ion, I was taking a short cut through
one of the very rarely traveled, can-
youns, when suddenly, as night overtook
us, we came upon @ deserted farm, or
ranch. It was in ome of the garden
spots of the world. For nearly twenty
years its owner bad lived there, battling
againost consumption. A few mouths
before we arcived the end had come,
and bis pain racked body was placed
in the dust from whence It came. For
some years before he died all bis
energles were evidently exbausted in
a physical struggle for mere existence.
There gvere the broad fields stretching
away, practically uncultivated. There
were the beautiful trees near 1o his
ranch home just as nature had ‘Erown
them. There were the deserted rooms
of his dwelllng, with one of the walls
fallen in upon his empty bed. The
books and wreekly periodicals were still
Iying arougd. There were even some
of hig canceled checks lylng upon the
floor. There was a farm, or ranch, of
500 acres, B0O of which were tillable,
with their orchards and flelds and vine-
yards, but with no hand to care for
them. The doves, the qualls, the rab-
bits, the bees, were everywhere holding
high carnival. As we lay for a few
nights under those trees we could hear
the wildcat's snarling calls and the
fox's barks and the coyote's yells as
they were starting out to hunt their
prey. It was a beautiful, but a sad,
sad, sad place. For this place, like
Vietor Hugo's Nptre .Dame, bad «
spirit. 'We could ses moving every-
where the frall, “Afeorm of the late
owner, who, on account of his physical
allments, had been compelled to negleet
those fields ards and vln*.n!dl.

The Life of a Vine.

“How long do the grapevines live?*
1 asked an grape grower. “Do they
have a comparatively short life, like
that of the peach tree, which, as a
horse, dies from old age anywhere
between fifteen and twenty years? Do
they live on and on, as the walnut tree,
bearting even after it has reached the
century mark?* 1 bad the owner of
the greatest walnut ranch In southern
Callfornia téll we that In Harlem,
New York, tliere was growing n walnut

big tanch. “Well” aaswered this vine
yard grower, “‘that depends. If a vine
Yard s taken care of the vines seem

to have no age limit  There are Iln
southern Califoruia® grdpe bearing
vines which were plinted by the lu-
dians under the old Spanish regime.”
“But what If a man neglects his vine-
yard or waters It too much?" “If a
man tries to force a vine's grapes and
does not allow it to sink its roots deep
enough Into the soll, that vineyard
will die. In other words, If a man
cares for bhis vimeyards aright they
bave practically no age lmit. With
my eyes I bave seen luscious grapes
growiug on vines over nlnety years
old." This was the testimony of the
grape grower. Did not your Christian,
godly parents care for their gospel
vineyards.aright? Did they not Jet the
roots sink deep enough Iuto the ground
to bury their fibers in the rich soil
which lies deep under the Calvary
cross?

Looking back over the long years of
your childbhood and young manhood,
you cannot think.of a day in which
those dear old folks were not diligent-
Ay at work in_caring for thelr gospel
vineyards, Your father never start
a day's work unless be first gathered
his family about him and said, “Come,
_children, let us ask God te help us
prune our vineyards of all selfishness
and sin.” Then, that good man was
not satisfed with simply walking
through his vineyard and sticking out
an arm bere awmd a band there, and
with the pruuing shears cutting off
this bad vine and that dead wood,
byt _he_ got right down on his knees
in order to be able better to see his
imperfections. As be cut and slasbed
at the evil nature of his own heart, did
he wot keep saying, “O Lord, belp me
to cut away all the evil tendrils of my
sinful life?"

When the springtime comes, the rich,
green. tender shoots begin to grow.
upon which the rabbits love to feast
To prevent this lnjury, the wise owner
of the vineyards builds bis wire fences
clear around the vineyard to keep the
four legged pests out. When the army
worms wmarshal their heosts by the
thousands and the millions and (he bl
llons and move forward to annibilate
those vineyards, the owners of the
vineyards build their deep, wide
trenches about their precious fruits
s0 that these worm destroyers canuot
get in, ns the cavalier of mediaeval
times bad his mwoats filled with water
about hisx walled castle to keep the
enemles out. When the rich grapes
come, the vineyard owner has his
armed men, as sentinels, countinually
moviog In and out among the vines to
drive away the quail that would eat
up the young grapes. Thus did your
Christlan fatber and mother continu-
ally build thelr spiritual wire fences
and dig thelr ditches and fight away
the little foxes of evil apd the quall
of temptations which would come to
«destroy their spiritual vineyards. Did
itbey not daily lift between themselves
“the world the precious promises
God? Aye, they literally soaked thelr
dives In the commandments of God, se
that they could not be tempted by any
“temptations greater than they could
bear.

1 am a vineyard grower. The tlme
of the annual ingatheriug of grapes Is
past. You are also a vineyard grower,
We have been elose friends for years.
Having a few weeks to rest up before
the January and February “pruning,”
you come to make me a visit, With
great pride I take you through my
vipeyards, to show you their richness.
I gay: “Yes, those are fine vines. My
father planted them fifty years ago.
He lived bere and died here. Thase
vines were his one thought. Ie put
his best lifeblood Into thelr develop-
ment.” On the way back to the house
we climb a bill and I point out to you
the extent of my property. “Do you
sea all those vines at our feet? Well,
they are all mine, Do you sce those
Pposts running down from yonder hills
clear Into the center of the valley by
those broad felds? Well, all that land

wine. Do you see ihose fields to the
'mt.'_lnﬂ that jutting of rock vonder?

cut 1t Well, sll thit land is wmine. There is

 no soll inail this region which is richer
and better tban fhose broad fields of
mine.” “Ob,” you say to me, *“then
your father ouly cultivated a small
part of his ranch. The vines were only
planted in & small ares of the land
which he owned.”

“Yes,” I reply. “While father lived
the vineyard growers did not kpnow as
much about grape mislng as we do
now. Qur forefathers did not have the
systeny we have. Wire fences were
not Inveated at that time. They did
not know as much about pruning and
cultivating. Besides that, this country
was s0 sparsely settled fifty years ago
that it would have been Impossible to
have gathered enough workmen at
one time to have picked the grapes on
the vines when they were ripe. That
work has to be done very quickly.
Then, if my father had been able to
pick all these grapes there were so few
people living In southern California st
that time that there would have been
no markets for the grapes after they
bad been plcked. Thus my father only
‘planted a tenth part of his ranch into
vineyards."” Then you say: “But con-
ditions bave changed, Why do you not
change? Why do yoM continue to Jet
all these fields lle idle because your
fatbher did? He bad a reason for this
failow land. You have none. Do you
not realize that God holds you to ae-
count not only for taking care of your
father's vineyards, but also for plant-
ing new vineyards of your own®" Ah,
¥You are right. You are right. I am not
only to be held accountable to God for
carrylng on the good work which my
Christlan father and mother did, but
1 am also to be held accountable to
him to do mew work on my own ac-
count and to plant new vineyards.

It Is of Infinite importance not to
neglect the old gospel vines which have
been carefully cultivated by our Chris-
tiap ancestors. But ls that any reason
to veglect new fields of gospel labor?
Jobn Knox led his gospel mission to
the court of Mary, queen of Scots, and
be did a great and good work, but that
other mighty Scotchman, Alexander
Duff, was not content with serving
his own country, but proceeded to cul-
tivate new goepel vinerards and went
as n forelgn missionary to Indla. The
Bedford allegorist, Jobn Bunyan, was
willing to languish In jail because they
would not let him preach as a noncon-
formist minister. but that other great
nonconformist English preacher, Wil-
llam Booth, resolves to break away
from his Methodist brethren in order
to lead the Salvation Army In its gos-
pel mission amoug the slums and to
the outcasts of the world. Abraham
Lincoln signed the emancipation proc
Jamation for the American slave.
Booker T. Washington resolves to take
another step forward and lead Lis
negro compatriots into the higher
realms of domestic purity and me-
chanical aud agricultural usefulness
and Christian cltizenship. Our Chris-
tlad mothers believed as Paul com-
manded the aneient disciples In hls
Corinthian epistle, “Let_your women
keép silence in ehurch, for it Is not per-

unto them to speak,” but thelr
daughters will not be debarred from
service, so they find work for a
Frances E. Willard and a Frances
and a Susan B. Anthony and

gif& who are pleading for Christ In
our mildweek prayer meetings, and who
are working In our rescue mlssions,
and who are the leaders of our soctal

Oh, my dear friends, our Christian
fathers and mothers did a mighty work
for Christ in the times in which they
lived. But what greater gospel work
are you doing? What further mission-
ary fields are you reaching? Is the so-
clal outcast problem nearer being
solved than when your Christlan ances-
tors died? Are the black man and the
yellow man and the red man and the
peasant and the saloon keeper nearer
to Christ than they were half a cen
tury ago? What new vines of gospel
usefuluess have you planted for Christ
which are now bringing forth their
great clusters of Eshcol grapes for the
heavenly wine- press? Are most of
your rich fields, rich In soils of gospel
opportunities, lylng faliow and use
less?

‘gospel wine press.” How easy It Is to
find this sinful indifference o Clrist
symbolized !n some of the neglected
vineyards of soutbern Callfornia’

Is ot this fact true In your life? You
know your little boy wants to become
a Clhristian. His very face shows that
he has your gadly mother's consecrated
blood in his veins, You sec her looks
there more every dday. About three
weeks ago he came home from Sunda y
#chool and told you about his lessons.
If I remember right, it was about the
parable of the lhouseholder who had
rich grape producing soil.
